There Are Many Methods 
Of Frying Chicken . 


ECENTLY while on personal 
appearances In Ohio, at 
Cleveland and Akron, [asked « 
dozen homo-makers what thelr 
families Wked best for Sunday 
Oinner. Fried chicken won. 
“But chicken can be fried by 
several methods,” observed the 
Chef. “What method do they 
use tn the Middle-West?” 


Wide Skillct 


°l asked the same ‘question 
of my homemaker friends, ind 
while all of them used a deep, 
wide skillet or tron chicken- 
{ryer ond shallow fat about 1 
inch deep for the frying, they 
hag different methods of pre- 
paring the chicken for cooking, 
All agreed that the .chicken 
should Welgh abou 2% 1b., be 
thoroughly cleaned and the pln 
feathers, removed.” 

“Did any of them know about 
sSerubbing the chicken with 
soapy water, and then rinsing 
to remove tie soil ang oil that 
cling around the pores where 
the feathers grow?” 


“Only one womrun did that. 
She was of Portuguese descent, 
and In Portugal chicken [5 al- 
ways well scrubbed. They all 
nyrrecd that the chicken should 
be cut in sections rather than 
quarters and rofted in melted 

then covered with flour or 
cry bread crumbs. Some of 
them accomplished this by put- 
ting the flour and crumbs, sea- 
sonings and the’ chicken in a 
large, strong paper bag and 
shaking, it vigorously, Others 
preferred to roll the chicken in 
the crumbs or flour just ag you 
do, Chef. 


Lemon Juice 

“One woman first brushed 
the’ chicken with  Icmon’ juice 
for added flavour, Another, 
who served fried chicken often, 
added curry or chill powder to 
the flour for varicty. A third 
poured a sauce of milled but- 
ter and lemon julce over the 
chicken when done. 

“All twelve agreed that the 
frying must be slow—nbout 5 
minutes. Those who preferred 
a crisp crust, fried the chicken 
uncovered; those who Ike a 
soft crust, put a cover on the 
frying pan so the chicken real- 
ly steam-fried. All of them 
served the chicken wilh gravy 
~-fiblet, brown, or the milk 
nravy typical of the middic- 
vest, unless they served 
noodi2s. In this case, as they 
are efther creamed or cooked In 
ralli, gravy is not needed.”
